"increasing evidence shows that 
in mnny cases reporters and 
editorial writers arc biased and 
have iiialicc in their supposedly 
impartial reporting of the cur- 
rent events of the day." 


"Olher trades and professions 


are regulated and licensed ami 
in all cases are accountable (or 
their actions and deeds; and 
that of newspapermen, editorial 
writers and television newscast- 
ers nnd commentators should be 
no different," it declared. 


The resolution noted "a con- 


stant and growing belief that the 
profession of news reporters nnd 
editorial writers is becoming in- 
creasingly complex and that at 
Hie same lime there are no reg- 
ulations or licensing procedures. 


"The members of these pro- 


fessions have nnd are having an 
increasing impact on the daily 
lives of every citizen ihw to 
newspaper coverage ard televi- 
sion coverage," it said.

Foreign aid, though not one of 


the move highly cherished phras- 
es in U.S. official or non-political 
life, is one of those Washington 
longevities which is bound to per- 
sist for a long time to come. 


It is one penalty in global lejttl- 


etship difficult to shrug off, and 
since the Kremlin claims not leas 
liisn equality with Uncle Sam in 
the leadership game, this country 
does not dare risk closing up shop 
completely. 


Actually, the t e r m has lost 


some of its hostility at home since 
every Congress from the initial 
Eisenhower Administration has 
reduced the outflow of American 
money. 


.Today, the b u d g e t specifies 


sortie $2 billion in nonmilitary as- 
sistance compared to $10 billion 
or more a year leaving our shores 
when Harry Truman worked out 
a plan to thwart Communist ag- 
gression in E u r o p e following 
Vfrrld War II. 


^Furthermore, the program is 


now 'concentrated or directed pri- 
marily at Latin America where, 
ironically enough, it has shown 
the worst track record. 


Last weekend a Presidential 


task force headed by Rudolph A. 
Peterson, retired president of the 
Bank of America, delivered a 49- 
page report to Nixon calling for 
a major overhauling. 


Peterson's panel recommends 


two major changes. 


-Economic development should 


be separated in concept and ad- 
ministration from military and 
security connected assistance. 


Secondly, the money downtrend 


in p u r e l y economic assistance 
should be reversed. Peterson's 
group urges a mixture of direct 
grants and loans outside a num- 
ber, of overseas lending agencies 
already underwritten substantial-

'.' An egg squeeze is On in the 
.United States and is reaching 
such proportions one suspects the 
liens may have gone on strike. 
Egg, prices 
have climbed an 


iiverage of 15 cents a dozen since 
mid-August, w i t h indications 
.they may go higher before they 
•begin to soften. 
: More is known about the effect 
of the shortage than its causes. 
Hundreds of millions of eggs are 
'now being imported into the U.S. 
from Spain, England, Denmark 
and the Netherlands and still a 
shortage exists. For the first 
^time since agriculture 
records 


have been kept, the nation is not 
self supporting in eggs. 


What has happened? Many 


things, including the continuing 
upheaval in agriculture. Chicken 
farms have declined considerably 
in the hist decade (from 30,000 
to 14,000 in New York state, for 
example). 


Housewives have turned 
to 


eggs with increasing frequency 
as a substitute for high priced 
protein products like meat. The 
egg using industry appears to be 
using larger quantities than an- 
ticipated. There have been ac- 
cusations that some farmers are 
holding back their egg production 
to force prices up. 


To what degree any of these 


factors may be contributing to 
the shortage is difficult to gauge.

American poverty. 


It was Kennedy's belief, one in 


which we heartily concurred at 
the time, that it does no good to 
export A m e r i c a n goods and 
money to Latin America if the 
latter's ruling classes spend most 
of their national budgets on mili- 
tary f o r c e s (internal security 
troops in reality) and hide their 
own money in Swiss bank ac- 
counts. 


We still feel Kennedy's think- 


ing was sound, but it foundered 
upon a fatal misconception. 


JFK set a 10-year timetable for 


the Alliance to reconstitute a 
colonial social and economic struc- 
ture that antedates the Plymouth 
Rock landing by a century. 


The Latinos failed to respond 


and before his assassination in 
1963 Kennedy was exhibiting a 
disenchantment with the empha- 
sis on crash social welfare proj- 
ects. 


As a current Brazilian joke best 


expresses this kg between hope 
and performance, "The Alliance 
for Progress must be a success. 
"We're getting a better class of 
military dictatorships." 


One of Johnson's first moves 


upon assuming the Presidency 
was to substitute a structural de- 
velopment for the ideological com- 
mitment. 


It was his belief that dams, 


highway and p o w e r complexes 
would produce long term benefits 
which would in time trickle down 
to the masses. 


Nixon's shift from Johnson's 


position is in examples rather 
than in principle. Trade, heavy 
p r i v a t e investment and some 
treasury aid are to be emphasized. 


Whether Nixon can improve 


upon LBJ's practicality and suc- 
ceed where Kennedy was rebuffed 
remains to be seen. 


James Good sell, a Christian 


Science Monitor reporter, writes 
that the Latinos as a whole re- 
main suspicious of the Adminis- 
tration and absolutely o p p o s e 
some changes being handed out 
from the White House.
